To insure that the visible supply 
of wheat on July 31, 1942 will not be 
greater than the carry over on July 
81, 1941, a definite limit will be set 
on the amount of wheat it will be 
Possible to deliver either to the Board, 
on the open market or otherwise. The 
limit will be 230 million bushels for 
the ‘whole of Canada. This is the 
amount it is hoped will be sold on the 
domestic and export market. The 
Wheat Board will continue to pay 
storage to the producers on the un- 
delivered portion of the 230 million 
bushels, They will guarantee an in- 
itial payment of 70c at Fort William 
for No. 1 Northern and the process- 
ing tax will remain as at present. 

If a farmer summer fallows the re- 
duced wheat acreage or part of it. 
the government will pay him $4 pet 
acre for the reduced’ wheat acreage 
which is black on July 1, 1941. Pay- 
ment will be made as soon as possible

All Legion Commands should be 
on guard against putting returned 
soldiers on homesteads to starve 
as has been done after all the past 
wars. I mention this now ‘because 
the matter was brought up in the 
provincial house the other day. The 
only hiomesteads left are situated 
about three weeks north east of no- 
where and are no good anyhow. At 
one time a young man could go on a 
homestead and get by but in this day 
and age it is impossible. ‘The well 
established farmers are not any 
more than breaking even, All farm 
prices are out of line when compared 
to what the farmer must pay. It takes 
too much capital to start now as it is 
useless to try and make it with a few 


usual duties—pf guiding the flow of 
wheat from farms to country points 
to accord with the space in country 
elevators as it became available, This 
was done iby allotting quotas to the 
farme:s in each district. During the 
first six months two-thirds of the 
crop has been guided by the Wheat 
Board in this fashion, 

The work was difficult and compli- 
cated, for it involved guiding not 
the wheat’ from the farms, but in 
addition the wheat flow from country 
elevators to terminals. It also neces- 
siated the suitable distribution of 
cars, 

It has all heen well done, and with 
an astonishingly small number of 
complaints, and so it seems to me 
that our Wheat Board is entitled to 
hearty congratulations for perform- 
ing this exceedingly difficult and 
complicated task to the satisfaction 
of all.

Food In Britain 


Comparison Of Rations In Great 
Britain And Germany 

Britain can maintain present ra- 
tions of essential foods, the United 
States agriculture department said, 
even if sea warfare slashes imports 
to 40 per cent. of average pre-war 
levels for fats and 30 per cent. for 
bacon and ham and sugar. 

The report made a rough compari- 
son between rations in Great Britain 
and Germany, in addition to fats, 
meat and sugar—which are rationed 
in both countries—bread, milk and 
cheese are rationed in Germany but 
not in the United Kingdom. Con- 
sumption of eggs was said to be 
greatly restricted in Germany, but 
not so in Britain. 

The department said food con- 


sumption in the United Kingdom was ' 


fully up to peacetime standards well 


| into 1940, whereas in Germany con- 
| sumption of fats, 


meat, eggs and 
fruit had been more or less restricted 
for several years. 

“On the other hand, the proportion 
of the population that is actually 
buying full rations, at largely un- 
changed prices, is larger in Germany 
than in the United Kingdom, where 
food prices since the outbreak of the 
war have substantially increased.” 

Commenting on the British ra- 
tions, the department said the pres- 
ent restrictions on fats—notably 
animal fats—appeared “rather seri- 
ous.” British official quarters say, 
the department added, however, that 
present rations will not impair 
health. 

“On the whole, present rations for 
the United Kingdom reflect a meas- 
urably reduced supply and consump- 
tion,’ the report stated.

Killed 23,081 British Civilians 

Civilian deaths in Britain attribut- 
able to air-raids numbered 23,081 in 
the first seven months of blitzkrieg, 
or at the rate of about 39,500 per 
annum. In 1939 the deaths from all 
causes in England, Wales and Scot- 
land (military deaths excluded in the 
last four months) numbered 563,600. 
So the death of civilians in air-raids 
are apparently adding about seven 
per cent, to the normal number in 
that area.

Soil Conservation 


In an address at Calgary recently, 
L. B. Thomson, Superintendent of 
the Dominion Experimental Station 
at Swift Current, made some in- 
teresting observations and practical 
Suggestions when speaking on the 
subject, “Soil Conservation in Rela- 
tion to Reduced:Wheat Acreage.” His 
remarks had application to the 
prairie or plains area. He divided his 
subject into three parts: 

1, Good farm land. 

2. aon land adjoining good 

land. 

8, Abandoned land and farm graz- 

ing units, 

An increase. in summerfallow is 
recommended for the good soil areas. 
He stated that the two year rotation 
of wheat and fallow will yield, with 
@ lower production cost, almost as 
much wheat as the three year rota- 
tion. Other advantages gained would 
include an improved condition of 
land for crop in 1942, and less 
damage from insect pests. Mr. Thom- 
son suggested that on prattically 
every farm soil drifting has its origin 
in small localized areas which start 
to drift. These areas should be 
seeded down to grass to prevent 
spreading of the problem. Mr. Thom-- 
son recommends a vigorous policy of 
regrassing sub-marginal areas which 
adjoin good farm land. 

The problem of handling large 
areas of non-arable land in south- 
western Saskatchewan and south- 
eastern Alberta is to keep these 
lands out of cultivation and in a 
satisfactory condition for grazing. 

The necessity ‘of curtailing Cana- 
dian wheat production is open to 
debate. However, if automatic re- 
duction in wheat production as a 
result of extractive methods of 
farming is to be avoided, the points 
raised by Mr. Thomson must receiv 
early consideration,
